Every effort is now being made, as it 


has always been in.iJe in the past, to cre- 
ate a conflict between labor and capital. 
This is as foolish as it is unjust. Those 
who agitate Mich ideas can generally bo 
found among men who do not cnro them- 
selves to work, but who prefer to go 
around and create dissensions and trou- 
ble w hero none had previously existed. 
Such men aro mischief makers ami male- 
factor?. 


Labor and capital are and must be 


one. 
They nro necessary to rtl-h other. 


"Without tho use of labor capital would 
be idle. Labor cannot find work unless 
there nro factories, mines or farms w here 
its work is needed. Capital would bo 
uselessly employed in building factories, 
oj)oiiing up mitica or laying out f.irms 
untes it cotilil secure tho labor with 
which to do Ihc needed work. 


Any ant.igoniMii of l.lUor toward cap- 


ital that is employed m honest enter- 
prise whkh affords nu opportunity for 
men to earn nn lionc*t livmgis absolute- 
ly wrong. Any antagonism ot capital 
toward the labor it employs, and which 
it ncfrK i:> a'.soabsolutely wrong. These 
two units, labor nikd capital, nro so 
wrapped to^cflu-r mid so involved with 
one another that they must work to- 
gether mul iu h iriuony in onler to ac- 
quire mutual success.

who nro the men that employ the capital 
aud own the mills, tho mines or the 
farms 
They arc men who have come- 


hero' ami worked hard at their callings, 
and who Imc by thoir energy and pcr^e- 
Teraucc pu*hid ahead of "other.". They 
have acquired a .position tl}at thousands 
of other h.irj workers arc today hoping 
to Fcctiro for themselves in tho future.
